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forced to abandon their honfes and to fly into 
the Fields ro avoid the danger dirdirnt] them 
from the falling of their houles. The Village 
of Nicoloſ: was of all others the moſt dreadful. 
ly handled by this furious Earthquake , the 
houſes'and other buildings being ſhaken all 
in pieces, and buried in their own ruines ; the 
poor people (who had preſerved their lives by 
a timely flight, with ſuch little of their goods 
as their haſty fears would permit them to carry 
ont with them continued a night or two in the 
fields beho!ding with prief and aſtoniſhment the 
rume of their habitations : but obſerving that 

theſe violent conciiflions, the Farth begarixo 
open in ſeveral 'places, and to threateri "them 


with mevitable ruine, they fled, though with 


much tronble and ''amazement to' this City. 
Fhefe ſhakings of the Earth being ſo' frequent 
and violent, that the people went 'rceling and 
ſtaggering,with much difficulty ſupportmg' one 
another from falling,infomnch as what with tlietr 
want of ſkkep, the pains they were forced to 


. taken travelling; and the great terrors imprint- 


ed' on them by what they had ſeen and (uffer- 


ed, they appeared at their arrival in this City 


as ſo many diftracted people, wholly inſenfible 
of what they did. This

This dreadful conyulſion of the Earth waz 
immediately followed on Monday March 1, 


about ,10 at night by 3 terrible Eruptions, 


much about the {ame time, and at lictle diftance 


one from the other. 

' Theſe ſaid Eruptions were obſerved to be og 
the ſide of Monte Gibello, about'2 miles beyond 
the Mountain called Montpileri, from whence 
with a terrible .noiſe. it threw its flames 
with, much fury and violence about a hundred 
yards i in height, its noiſe-not roaring only in- 
wards from the belly of the Mountain as be- 
tore, but violently ——_ like peales of Ord- 
nance of thunder, from the {ide of it throwirg 


out; vaſt ſtones, ſome of them of 300 pourd | 


weight, which being (as it were) ſhot through 


the air, fell ſeveral miles diſtant from the place, | 


whilſt, the; whole air was: filled with ſmoak, 
burning Cinders, and aſhes, which fell like a 
fiery rain upon the Country. 
 Inthe mean timeiflued from the ſide of this 
Prodigious Mountain a vaſt Torrent of Melt- 
ed and burning Matter, which, like an Inunda- 
tion, Drowned, as in a Flood of Fire, the 
Countrey on this fide of it.

, This Fiery and burning Deluge i niithediats: 
ly ſpread it ſelf to above ſix mile in breadth; 
ſeeming to be ſomewhat of the colourof meit- 
ed 'and'iburning 'Glafs ;' but ,'as it cooles, be- 
comes 'haftd a Rocky: and every where' ſh 
is paſſage leaves Hills and Pyramids of that 
Matter behind it.

Charity of the Magiſtrates, which was readily | 
mclined to- give them the beſt afliſtance they | 
were able; and the Citizens, moved by their | 
Complaints and Sufferings, freely open'ditheir. |

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Doors , filling their Houſes with as many of 
thoſe diſtreſſed People, as they could poſlibly 
receive; the Biſhop, and all perlons of Quality 
and Eſtate contributing largely for their ſup- 
port, till better Order could be taken for the 
diſpoſing of them. 

The City of Meſsina alſo, and ſeveral other 
Cities ( informed of this extraordinary Cala- 
mity ) ſent hither large Supplies of Proviſt- 
ons, offering their beſt aſſiſtance to this place, 
in cafe of extremity. 

All the Elements ſeemed at this time to make 
War upon us, and to conſpire together for the 

niſhment of the Inhabitants : "The Ayre was 
continually darkened with Clouds and Smoke, 
agitated by great and violent Winds,and often- 
times ſhowred down great Kaines, inſomuch as 
the Sun from the begining of theſe Eruptions , 
very {eldome appcared to us, and when it did , 
(with extraordinary paleneſs, ) for a little time 
only , and(asit were, abhorring ſo dreadful a 
SpeQacle) ſoon hid its face again under a thick 
Cloud. 

The Sea ran much higher than it was wont 
to do, and by its extraordinary Roaring, and 
in ſome places over-flowing its Bankes, added
